Two freak fires leave 

couple with nothing

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A COUPLE have been left 
“devastated” after two fires 
in three days destroyed their 
home and all their possess¬ 
ions. 

David Sayer and partner Sue 
Broomfield have been left with 
little more than the clothes 
they stand in after the bung¬ 
alow they shared for almost 
two years in Haverhill’s Crow- 
land Road was badly burnt 
during two freak incidents. 

David, who suffers from schizo¬ 
phrenia, first noticed something was 
wrong last Friday after he returned to 
the council property from a walk and 
found a pipe had burst. 

The 43-year-old said: “I got back 
and water was flooding from the loft. 
Sue smelt burning coming from the 
roof and called the fire brigade. 

“There had been a fire in the loft but 
it was out when they got there. They 
switched off all the appliances and we 
were told to leave everything behind.” 

David and Sue, 42, who works at 
Percy Dalton’s peanut company in 
Haverhill Business Park, then paid to 
stay in a B&B in the town while the 
damage was repaired. 

But on Sunday, shortly before 10pm, 
they received a phone call from 


firefighters saying that a more serious 
fire, which had started in the bung¬ 
alow’s bedroom, had taken hold that 
evening. 

David said: “We went down to the 
bungalow but they wouldn’t let us 
close - it was so upsetting. 

“There were two fire engines, two 
police cars and crowds of neighbours 
watching. 


“It was absolutely devastating, 
particularly for my girlfriend. I think 
we are both still in a state of shock.” 

The fire was put out and luckily did 
not spread to neighbouring homes. 
Suffolk police confirmed the fire was 
being treated as suspicious. 

The couple did have basic contents 
insurance but, due to the ongoing 
investigations by the emergency 


services, are as yet unable to make a 
claim and cannot gain entry to see if 
anything is salvageable. 

David added: “We have been told 
there is little left. We lost some items 
like two laptops, cameras, jewellery 
and all our clothing, but we also lost 
things we won’t be able to replace like 
photographs.” 

St Edmundsbury District Council 
have now provided temporary acc¬ 
ommodation for the couple but help 
from charity and the public is needed 
to support the pair. 

The family have been helped in 
their mission to build a new home by 
REACH - a charitable community 
projects group which runs a furniture 
bank for disadvantaged people from 
Hollands Road. 

The group will donate what items it 
can to the cause.

Cash windfall 
within REACH 

A GROUP that helps disadvantaged 
people get back on their feet has been 
short listed for a £2,000 award. 

REACH community projects, which 
operate a food bank, furniture bank and 
debt advisory service from Falconer 
Road in Haverhill, has made it through 
to the final five of the Co-operative’s 
Big Community Vote. 

Co-op members can now vote online 
for the local charity most deserving of 
the charity windfall. 

Henry Wilson, REACH leader, said 
the group relied entirely on voluntary 
donations to keep operations going. 

He said: “We applied back in April to 
be considered for the prize and we had 
to state what we were going to use the 
money for. 

“We decided we would use it for our 
furniture bank which is the busiest part 
of our operations, where we provide 
families with furniture free of charge. 

“The money could make such a 
difference with rising fuel costs and it 
could even employ someone so they 
can work extra hours.”

FREEMASONS have don¬ 
ated £1,000 towards medi¬ 
cal treatment in the US for 
a disabled toddler. 

Parents of Aiden Thomas need 
to raise £40,000 to pay for an 
innovative surgical procedure in 
St Louis after their 17-month-old 
son was diagnosed with cerebral 
palsy in March. 

Victoria Thompson, 31, and 
partner Gareth Thomas, 26, had 
told the Weekly News earlier this 
month how they hoped the spinal 
operation would allow Aiden to 
grow up together with his 
identical twin Owen. 

After reading our story, Free¬ 
masons in Cambridgeshire have 
decided to give £1,000 to make the 
trip happen. 

Spokesman Peter Sutton said: 
“Several of us read about Aiden 
and we thought it was a very 
worthwhile cause. 

“It’s a huge target, but I hope 
this will get the ball rolling. They 
are now up to £4,000 and I hope 
others will want to support young 
Aiden.” 

He added: “I am a twin myself,

Avenue and at Place Farm 
Primary School in Camps Road, 
where people use the school 
grounds as a short cut from 
Camps Road to Crowland Road. 
Pc Mike Potter said: “It is an 
offence to cause a nuisance on 
educational premises, which 
should be used in school hours 
and not afterwards. 

“School grounds are not there 
for short cuts or camping.”

MBE honour for 
charitable Eddie 


A CHARITABLE man 
from Haverhill is cele¬ 
brating after joining 
the likes of Bruce 
Forsyth and Colin 
Firth on the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours list. 

Eddie Stevens, who 
has lived in Hanchett 
End for 33 years and 
has two daughters and 
four grandchildren in 
the town, will be 
awarded an MBE for 
his work as housing 
services director for 
the City of London 
authority, which pro¬ 
vides local govern¬ 
ment services for the 
financial and comm¬ 
ercial heart of Britain, 
as well as his work in 
the voluntary sector. 

For the past six 
years the 66-year-old 
has worked with 
Broadway - a charity 
that helps the home¬ 
less. 

He said: “We try to 
make sure no-one 
sleeps on the streets of 
London, that we place 
people in care, that 
there’s a bed for every- 
body, and we try to 
find ways that people 
can move on with 
their lives. 

“If we put people 
into housing we also 
put support systems 


around them.” 

Mr Stevens, who in 
his job looks after the 
iconic Barbican estate, 
built in the 1960s to 
ease the capital’s hous¬ 
ing problems, received 
a letter from the Prime 
Minister’s Office two 
months ago asking for 
his approval for his 
name to be put for¬ 
ward as an MBE cand¬ 
idate, but said he then 
forgot about it until 
the official announce¬ 
ment on Saturday. 

He said: “I’m amaz¬ 
ed that I’ve been given 
an award. 

“In my job I’m resp¬ 
onsible for the Barb¬ 
ican, and I also do 
work helping the 
rough sleepers in the 
City, but I don’t think I 
deserve anything.” 

Mr Stevens had 
retired aged 45 from 
running a gas service 
and maintenance 
company but spent 
just one year away 
before becoming a 
building maint¬ 
enance surveyor for 
Huntingdonshire 
District Council, from 
where he was head¬ 
hunted to work for the 
London authority in 
1996. 


‘Lowlifes’ take 
charity funds 



“LOWLIFE” thieves have 
broken into an Indian rest¬ 
aurant and stolen £800 
from a charity box. 

The raid happened at around 
1.15am on Wednesday at the Raj 
Mahal in Haverhill’s High Street. 
Burglars broke through a skylight 
in the kitchen roof and stole the 
charity money, along with three 
nights’ takings from the till, which 
was around £2,100. 

The £800 was collected over a 
number of weeks as staff dep¬ 
osited a proportion of their tips 
into a box - clearly marked “for 
charity” - at the end of each night. 

The restaurant would then give 
the cash to various worthy causes 
in the area. 

Amir Hussain, manager of Raj 
Mahal, said he was shocked by the 
theft. 

He told the Weekly News : “This 
is the first time since we arrived in 
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1999 that we have been broken 
into. 

“I am glad that it was only 
money that was taken and no 
damage was done, but I am angry 
that they took from charity. 

“There are people living locally 
who really need help and any 
burglar who steals from charity 
must be a real lowlife. 

“I sometimes worry what soc¬ 
iety has come to - it seems like 
people have lost their feeling for 
each other and their morals. That 
is really the bottom rung of the 
ladder.” 

Officers from Suffolk police 
were called to the restaurant later 
on Wednesday when the theft was 
discovered by an employee. 

It is believed the thieves gained 
access through the rear car park 
and up an exterior stair case

before breaking in through one of 
two skylights in the roof and 
snatching the money - leaving just 
£3 in the till. 

Mr Hussain added: “Someone 
may have seen what happened 
from houses nearby as the thieves 
came or went. 

“I am willing to put up a cash 
reward for anyone who helps get 
this money back.”

One test could 
save your sight 


A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched in Haverhill by 
the region's MEP to raise 
awareness of the eye 
disease glaucoma. 

Suffolk and Cambridgeshire’s 
representative Richard Howitt 
met local optometrist Joanna 
Williams at Wardale Williams 
opticians in the town, and 
unveiled a special Glaucoma 
Awareness banner. 

The campaign urges people 
over the age of 40 to have their 
eyes tested every two years to 
check for signs of the illness, 
which is the leading cause of 
preventable blindness in the UK. 

Last week was national Glau¬ 
coma Awareness Week. 

More than 5,000 people in 
Suffolk have glaucoma - a 
condition with no overt warning 
symptoms - and Mr Howitt was 
stressed that everyone is at risk 
of the disease, but a simple eye 
test leading to early diagnosis 
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can prevent blindness. 

The Labour politician said: 
“‘Seeing is believing’ is definitely 
not the case with glaucoma. 

"Your vision may appear 
normal yet your eyes could be 
unhealthy. That’s why a visit to 
the opticians for a regular check¬ 
up, whether or not you think 
there is anything is, wrong is so 
important. 

“An eye test isn’t just about 
getting glasses - think of it as an 
MOT for your eyes that could 
end up saving your sight.” 

David Wright, from the Intern¬ 
ational Glaucoma Association, 
also made an appearance in 
Haverhill at the event last Friday. 

He told Mr Howitt, who is vice 
president of the All-Party Parl¬ 
iamentary Disability Group and 
works closely with charities 
supporting the blind and 
partially sighted, that glaucoma 


was on the increase in the 
region, due in part to the rapidly 
aging population. 

Mr Wright said: “A comp¬ 
rehensive eye test for glaucoma 
including all three glaucoma 
tests is painless, quick and 
amazingly good value for money 
when compared with the 
consequences of losing your 
vision.” 

Joanna Williams, from the 
independent opticians Wardale 
Williams in Camps Road, added 
that it was important to raise 
awareness of glaucoma and she 
was delighted to be able to help 
her MEP. 

She said: “Glaucoma is a very 
serious eye disease and people 
often don’t know they have it 
until it gets too serious.

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Broadband 
network gets 
£10m boost 

COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
invest up to £10 million to build a 
better broadband network in Suffolk. 

At an extraordinary meeting of 
Suffolk County Council’s cabinet, 
councillors were joined by Suffolk’s 
MPs, plus business and community 
figures to agree the four-year funding 
package. 

The council says the investment 
will strengthen Suffolk’s chances of 
getting financial support from the 
Government’s broadband delivery 
body. 

It is hoped that Broadband 
Delivery UK (BDUK) will now 
provide funding from the £530 
million the Government has set 
aside for broadband projects around 
the country. 

Council leader Mark Bee said: 
“Today we sent a very clear message 
about Suffolk’s intentions and 
commitment to delivering better 
broadband. 

“The county council, borough and 
district councils, MPs and local 
business leaders have come together 
to make this happen for Suffolk and 
the county’s residents. 

“While the county council is taking 
the lead, this is very much a team 
effort which is vital to our success.” 

The council says delivering the 
£41.7 million project will help 
businesses, improve educational 
attainment and remove a major block 
to public service transformation.

Fire service 
cuts finalist

Reductions in fire safety staff and 
cuts at Haverhill station urged

RADICAL plans to re¬ 
structure Suffolk's fire and 
rescue service have been 
finalised. 

Bosses at Suffolk County 
Council will meet next week and 
have been recommended to 
approve a number of cost-cutting 
changes to the service by fire 
chiefs - despite widespread 
objections. 

Union leaders have hit out at 
the proposals, announced on 
Monday after a 12-week public 
consultation where residents 
could have their say about the 
£1.5 million cuts, one of which 
will see huge changes to the way 
Haverhill Fire Station is staffed 
and operated. 

The station in Lordscroft Lane 
will no longer have full-time 
firefighters between 8am and 
6pm seven days a week, and will 
instead have them only Monday 
to Friday, with on-call firefighters 
picking up the slack at weekends. 

There will also be a reduction in 
staff who teach fire safety and 
prevention across the county. 

Andy Vingoe, chairman of 


Suffolk Fire Brigades Union, said: 
“We’re extremely disappointed 
that despite more than 1,500 
consultation responses - the 
majority disapproving of the cuts 
- they’re going ahead with them. 

“It’s going to make people feel 
less safe and it is going to delay 
several appliances in Haverhill - 
their response will be slower. 

“It could be disastrous but let’s 
hope it’s not.” 

Fire bosses have made only one 
concession from the original plan 
to save money, with Felixstowe’s 
full time firefighters kept on at 
the same level as Haverhill’s 
rather than being binned 
altogether. 

Andy Fry, Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service’s Chief Fire 
Officer, said: “I would like to 
thank sincerely residents, 
business people, councillors, 
firefighters and trade union 
officials for contributing in such 
large numbers to this important 
consultation on proposed 
changes to their fire and rescue 
service. 


“The consultation responses 
have proven very useful as a 
means of challenging the 
thinking behind our original 
proposals. 

“People are, quite rightly, very 
interested in changes to fire and 
rescue service arrangements. 

“It is therefore important that 
in developing details of changes, 
a proper balance is struck 
between achieving savings in a 
very difficult financial environ¬ 
ment and continuing to deliver 
services that meet the needs of 
people in Suffolk. 

“I believe that what we are 
recommending to Cabinet 
members sensibly achieves that 
balance.” 

If agreed at the cabinet 
meeting at 11am on Tuesday, the 
changes will be implemented in 
stages over the next few years.

Firefighters teach tots about safety 


MANY U3A members 
remember, as young adults, 
the Korean War of the 1950s 
war and the infamous 38th 
parallel dividing North from 
South. All those years ago, 
the news was about the 
fighting and not about the 
people or their ancient 
culture. 

Hang-Jin Chang was 
introduced as the morning’s 
speaker at the May meeting 
of the Haverhill U3A, a 
replacement for Matthew 
Jackson, to present ‘Korean 
Spirit and Culture Project’. 
Oxford educated Hang-Jin 
proved to be an entertaining 
and persuasive ambassador 
for the country he loves. 

His first short film dealt 
with the discovery, in October 
1966, of a paper scroll, 8cm 
wide by 6.2m long, printed 
using woodblocks in 706 AD, 
called the Great Dharani 
Sutra. 

Korea is now accepted as 
the origin of this printing 
process. Even more 
surprising was the claim of 
the development of moveable 
metal type using Chinese 
characters predating 
Gutenberg (1397-1468) by 
200 years! The Tripitaka 
Koreana refers to the 
teachings of Buddha and 
scriptures, completed in 
1251 using more than 
80,000 woodblocks, the 
script so vast it could take 30 
years to read! This 
fascinating set of relics is a 
national treasure kept in a 
thousand year old monastery, 
not just the script printed on 
paper, but all the original 
woodblocks expertly treated 
to survive in perfect 
condition. 

The ancient characteristics 
of Koreans for precise detail 
and dedication was 
established further in the 
subsequent short films, 
which showed how gold was 
intricately crafted, how a 
written language (Hangul) 
was created scientifically by 
(The Great) King Sejong 
mimicking human speech 
organ shapes, and how a bell 
weighing 19 tons and still in 
use was made in 771 AD. 
Today, widespread use of IT 
by nearly the whole 
population, similar in size to 
UK, as well as the rebuilding 
of modern cities, is giving 
Korean youth the impetus to 
become a major industrial 
player on the world stage. 
Hang-Jin’s generosity was 
shown by distributing many 
copies of a well-illustrated 
book, Fifty Wonders of 
Korea, appreciated by many 
of us wanting to know more 
about this fascinating country 
and its cultural history. 

The next meeting will be 


on June 28 when Christopher 
and Janet South make a 
return visit with humorous 
travel stories, ‘Slide show 
without slides’.

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T sets herself target to sign up 
10,000 donors before she dies 


T Sandeman- 
Charles is one 
of life's happy 
people. Posing for 
the camera, out in 
her sunny back 
garden, the 50-year- 
old is all smiles; it is, 
she admits, a 
genuine struggle to 
keep a straight face. 

“I’m an incredibly 
positive person, always 
have been,” explains T. 
“What’s the point in 
wallowing? You have to 
turn the negative into the 
positive, find the silver 
finings in the clouds... 
Yes, bad things can 
happen in fife - but you 
can’t let them hold you 
back, can you?” 

Though you’d never 
know it to see her today - 
laughing, joking and 
seemingly full of energy - 
T is suffering from two 
deadly lung diseases; one 
condition so rare, T is one 
of only eight patients 
worldwide known to have 
it. 

Over time, her lungs are 
getting thicker and 
tougher, making it 
increasingly difficult to 
breathe. Eventually, they 
will stop working 
altogether. 

“There is no cure,” says 
T. “My condition is 
irreversible and, over

Battling two deadly lung diseases - one so rare she is one of only 
eight known cases in the world - T is determined to make her days 
count by signing up thousands of organ donors.

survival is a lung 
transplant. 

“I’m not on the 
transplant fist yet: there 
are so few organs 
available and I can still 
dress and walk, which, 
sadly, a lot of people 
awaiting an organ can’t. 

“But further down the 
fine I will go on that fist. If 
a lung comes up, terrific; if 
it doesn’t, I’ll die. It’s as 
simple as that.” 

T - who’s been known 
simply as T since she was 
little, short for her 
christened name, Teresa - 
is dedicating the rest of 
her fife to promoting 
organ donor registration. 
Within months of getting 
her diagnosis, she’d set up 
Save5, a campaign to get 
10,000 people to join the 
register. 

“I can’t think of 
anything more 
worthwhile to do,” 
explains T, who fives in the 
village of Duddenhoe 
End, near Saffron Walden. 

“It breaks my heart to 
think that three people die 
every day because the 
organ they needed never 
came up. Three people 
died yesterday. Three 
people wifi die today. And 
three people will die 


tomorrow. 

“To think of all those 
families grieving... It 
must be the pits, knowing 
their loved one could have 
been saved; that they were 
just one organ short of 
fife. 

“Did you know that 
only 28 per cent of the 
population are on the 
donor register - yet 97 per 
cent say they would take a 
transplant if they needed 
one? There’s a big gap 
between those two 
figures, and it’s a gap we 
need to fill.” 

Since T launched Save5, 
in March last year, she has 
signed up 1,323 people to 
the national donor 
register; her aim is to 
recruit at least 10,000 
before she dies. 

“At the end of the day, I 
know my own chances of 
finding a donor are slim, 
but it’s fantastic to think 
that in the future other 
people are going to five 
thanks to Save5. It sounds 
really grand, but to save 
someone’s fife is the 
biggest, kindest, most 
generous gift you could 
ever give.” 

Before falling ill, T says 
her fife was ‘genuinely 
terrific’. She and husband 


Roy met 25 years ago, 
when both were working 
behind the scenes for 
Thames Television: “We 
actually met on the set of 
Miss UK. And no, I was 
not competing...” 

They moved to 
Duddenhoe End 13 years 
ago, from Surrey, and T 
says they soon settled in. 
“The people are so warm,” 
she explains. “If you’ve got 
good people around you, 
you can five anywhere.” 

T went on to run her 
own business selling 
Pampered Chef cookware; 
building up a team of 300 
salespeople, she says it 
was her dream job. “I’d go 
into people’s houses and 
do Pampered Chef parties 
with cookery 
demonstrations. It was 
wonderfully sociable: 
chat, chat, chat! I’m 
actually not a very good 
cook, but I like to think 
people went away 
thinking ‘Shame T was 
cooking, but what a fun 
evening’.” 

T had been feeling 
increasingly breathless for 
years. Her mother had 
actually suffered from a 
lung disease; T feared she 
might have the same one. 

“I was an ostrich, I stuck 
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SAVE5: every donor can save up to five 
lives. 


Organ donation: the facts 

• More than 10,500 people currently need an 
organ transplant in the UK. 

• About 1,000 people die every year in the UK - 
that’s three every day - while waiting for an 
organ transplant or because they become too ill 
to survive an operation and are removed from the 
list.

my head in the sand. And 
I was too busy to take 
time off and go to the 
doctor. Then, about two 
and a half years ago, 
things got so bad even I 
thought ‘Come on, T, 
you’ve got to do 
something about this’.” 

A trip to the GP 
followed; after blood tests 
and an X-ray, T was 
referred to first one 
consultant, then another. 
The doctors knew 
something was wrong - 
but they didn’t know 
what. 

“I thought I’d go along 
and be given a few pills to 
take. But I was referred to 
Addenbrooke’s, then to 
Papworth. All the time I 
was thinking ‘Come on, 
then, where are these 
pills?’...” 

Eventually, more than 
four months after the 
medical investigations 
began, a biopsy 
revealed that T had not 
one, but two lung 
diseases, neither of 
them the same as her 
mother’s condition. 

The first, 

organising fibrosing 
pneumonia, causes the 
alveoli - the little air sacs 
in the lungs - to thicken, 
making it harder for them 
to inflate and allow 
oxygen into the blood 
stream. 

The second, idiopathic 
pleuroparenchymal 
fibroelastosis, is the one 
which had the experts 
flummoxed: it is so rare, it 
has been diagnosed in 
only eight patients in the 
world, including T. 
Affecting the membranes 
which encase the lungs, it 
causes them to toughen 
and become increasingly 
immovable, making it 
ever harder for the lungs 
to inflate. 

“The first thing that hits 
you is shock,” says T. “It’s a 
cliche, but it’s true: you 
never, ever think it’s going 
to happen to you. But I 
started looking for the 
positives straight away: I 
wasn’t going to let two 
poxy diseases get me 
down.” 

At the same time T was 
in hospital having her 
biopsy, her sister Sue was 
in a hospital bed too - 


having just donated a 
kidney to a friend. 

“It was Sue who really 
inspired me to start Save5. 
I thought what she’d done 
was incredible: she’d 
saved and transformed 
the life of someone who’d 
been having dialysis three 
times a day, every day. 

“And I wanted some 
good to come out of my 
situation: something good 
had to come out of it, 
otherwise it would be a 
complete waste me 
having these diseases.” 

As well as 
breathlessness and 
coughing fits, T admits 
tiredness is one of the 
most challenging 
symptoms of her illness: 
at the end of the day, she’s 
‘flat out on the sofa’. 


Last 

December, T had to make 
the tough decision to quit 
work. “I realised I couldn’t 
work and do Save5 at the 
same time. I thought 
‘What’s most important? 
What should I be 
spending my energy on?’ 
and, of course, Save5 was 
the answer.” 

T promotes Save5 by 
running a website 
( www.save5.org.uk ) and 
travelling across the East 
of England to speak to 
business forums, social 
clubs, Rotary groups... 
Her ambition is to spread 
the word nationwide. 

“Because I don’t look ill, 
when I tell people I will 
die if I don’t get a lung 
transplant you could hear 
a pin drop,” she admits. 

“But I don’t want people 
to think that listening to 
me speak is all doom and 
gloom - it’s fun too.” 

In fact, spending time 
with T is a genuine tonic; 


she has such a 
contagiously cheery 
disposition, it gives all 
those around her a boost. 

“My family and friends 
have been amazingly 
supportive. They all say 
‘You can do it T!’; they all 
believe in me. That means 
so much. 

“One little boy I know- 
he’s only 11 - saved up all 
his pocket money and 
sent it to me to help fund 
Save5. He sent me £37 
and - oh dear, I’m going 
to get tearful now -1 was 
so, so touched by that. 

“The amount of 
support I’ve been given is 
heart-warming, and 
hugely humbling.” 

“The only time I get 
down is when people 
don’t join the register,” 
continues T. “Most people 
are very willing; often they 
say ‘I’ve just never got 
round to it’ or ‘I’ve got a 
donor card’. The cards 
are all very well, but 
what are the chances 
of dying with your 
donor card in your 
top pocket? The best 
thing to do is join the 
database. 

“This morning I went 
to speak in Stevenage 
and eight more people 
signed up. Every donor 
can save up to five lives; 
that’s 40 people whose 
lives could be saved at 
some point in the future. 
That’s what puts a smile 
on my face.” 

T has just been 
approached to speak to a 
2,000-strong audience at 
the launch of Kidney 
Research UK’s annual 
London Bridges Walk. 

“How exciting is that?” 
she enthuses. “ I could 
get, say, 500 people signed 
up all at once! My life is 
very exciting these days. 
It’s totally different, but it’s 
very exciting. 

“And I can honestly say 
I wouldn’t change it. If I 
hadn’t got these two 
hideous diseases, Save5 
might never have been 
started - and that’s a 
terrible thought. I really 
wouldn’t change a thing.”

AN innovative project 
aimed at improving 
the standard of care 
orthopaedic patients 
receive at West Suffolk 
Hospital is to be 
showcased nationally 
as best practice by the 
Department of 
Health. 

The Ted flag’ project 
aims to ensure that all 
patients who suffer a hip 
fracture receive an early 
diagnosis, expert care on a 
specialist ward, early pain 
relief, rapid surgery, good 
quality nutrition and 
therapy to help them 
regain independence. 

It is aided by a checklist 
called a ‘prescription of

care’, which allows staff to 
put a standard care 
package in place quickly 
before fine-tuning it to 
meet each individual’s 
needs. 

To assist communication 
between staff and ensure 
that everyone on the ward 
is aware of which patients 
are receiving care as part of 
the project, their names 
are also highlighted on a 
central ward board using a 
red magnet. 

Developed over the past 
two years by the trauma 
and orthopaedic team, 
hospital bosses say the 
initiative has contributed 
to “significant improve¬ 


ments” against a range of 
safety indicators, such as 
reducing pressure ulcers 
and patient falls. 

It has now been selected 
by the Department of 
Health as an example of 
best practice. 

Nichole Day, executive 
chief nurse at West Suffolk 
Hospital, in Bury St 
Edmunds, said: “The red 
flag project allows us to 
plan and structure the 
fundamental aspects of 
care for each patient so 
that we can ensure it meets 
their individual needs. 

“We are really proud of 
the project, as it has had a 
significant impact on the 
way we care for vulnerable 
patients while also helping 
to further improve safety.”

The big film 



KUNG FU PANDA 2 
certificate PG 90m 

PREPARE for the return of 
awesomeness in this energetic 
martial arts comedy which kicks 
computer-animated butt and 
comes close to matching the 
rumbustious fun of the 2008 
original. 

Screenwriters Jonathan Aibel 
and Glenn Berger flashback to 
overweight panda Po’s tortured 
past as the inspiration for this 
tale of identity and retribution, 
taking the story into far darker 
territory. 

However, Jack Black’s whirlwind 
vocal performance provides a 
generous smattering of belly 
laughs and the visuals are 
gorgeous and colourful. 

The introduction of the 3D 
format almost warrants the 
additional ticket price, adding 
depth to the gorgeous rolling 
landscapes of ancient China. 
Younger audiences will get just 
as much fun though from the 
traditional 2D version without the 
discomfort or distraction of the 
plastic spectacles. 

Overweight panda Po (voiced 
by Black) is living his dream as 
an all-action bear, honing his 
skills under the watchful eye of 


mentor Shifu (Dustin Hoffman). 
However, he is haunted by 
fragmented memories, which 
eventually reveal how his father 
came to be a goose called Mr 
Ping (James Wong). It transpires 
an evil peacock Lord Shen 
(Gary Oldman) is the cause of 
Po’s deep emotional wounds. 
Spurred on by a dire warning 
about pandas from an elderly 
soothsayer (Michelle Yeoh), 

Shen and his army of snarling 
wolves are on a collision course 


with Po, armed with a deadly 
weapon that could bring China 
to its knees. Thankfully, Po can 
always rely on The Furious Five 
- Crane (David Cross), Mantis 
(Seth Rogen), Monkey (Jackie 
Chan), Tigress (Angelina Jolie) 
and Viper (Lucy Liu) - to avert 
disaster. 

Kung Fu Panda 2 relies heavily 
on Black to unleash his verbal 
fireworks and to continue 
sparking potential romance with 
Jolie’s kung fu kitty. 

Hoffman’s comic timing is 
impeccable and Oldman 
delivers his lines in suitably 
Machiavellian tones. 

The action sequences are more 
complex but still fall short of the 
intricacy of Pixar’s most recent 
pictures. 

Hopefully DreamWorks 
Animation will have learned 
lessons about animated sequels 
from Shrek, which dazzled us in 
its original incarnation but 
became a creatively empty husk 
by Shrek Forever After. 

Alas, the feel-good revelations at 
the end of Kung Fu Panda 2 
suggest as long as box office 
tills ring, there will be more 
chapters in Po’s journey of self- 
discovery.

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Heavenly herbs for summer 


H erbs create the tastes 
of summer - basil 
tom over juicy, 
mouth-watering tomatoes, 
dill added to simple fish 
dishes, chicken stuffed with 
thyme, coriander added to 
zingy salsas, mint and 
parsley chopped up in 
tabbouleh and other salad 
dishes. 

So many herbs and so little 
space, those with small gardens 
might say, but there is always room 
for a pot or two or even a 
windowbox of aromatic, 
flavoursome herbs which will 
enhance your menus whatever the 
time of year. 

Many exhibitors at this year’s 
gardening shows are of the same

opinion. At the forthcoming BBC 
Gardeners’ World Live at 
Birmingham’s NEC, for example, a 
new Edible Patches section seeks to 
display innovative ways of growing 
edible plants in a small space 
measuring 1,5m x 2.5m - and herbs 
are right up there with lettuces, 
chard and spinach. 

The unusually hot weather we’ve 
had in April and May will have 
given some herbs a head start. 

Many herbs thrive in sunnier 
climates including thyme, rosemary 
and basil, which historically hasn’t 
grown very well in this country 
because our summers have been 
too cool. 

Mint grows virtually anywhere, 
but if you are creating a herb 
garden, grow it in a pot or it will 
invade everything else in its path. 

If you want your herb garden to 
look more formal, consider 
planting dwarf hedges of rosemary 
or lavender around the edges, or to 
divide beds. Lavender can simply 
be sheared after flowering to keep it 


looking neat and tidy, but don’t cut 
into old wood or it won’t grow 
back. 

Standard bays placed in pots 
either side of a front door or other 
entrance can create a formal, stylish 
look and you can also snip the 
leaves off for adding to pasta sauces 
and casseroles. 

When designing your herb 
garden, remember that prostrate 
varieties such as Corsican mint, 
many thymes and maijorams form 
mats of pretty foliage to cascade 
over edges and fill gaps in paving. 

And don’t think you have to 
reserve a whole plot just for herbs. 
You can interplant them in your 
border to add colour and texture. 
Clumps of chives, which produce 
pretty purple flower balls, and sage, 
with its subtle leaf colours, are ideal 
for this. 

Rock gardens, with gritty, well- 
drained soil, are also a perfect 
setting for low-growing herbs such 
as thyme, of which there are 
endless varieties, many of which 
have variegated leaves and produce 
small flowers in summer. 

Basil, which tastes so much 
better if you grow it yourself than if 
you buy it from the supermarket, is 
a tender annual used in much 
Mediterranean cooking and loves 
the sunshine. It’s best sown into 
seed trays or modules in a 
greenhouse and then hardened off 
and transplanted into a sheltered, 
sunny spot when all danger of frost 
has passed.

It does well in pots on sun-baked 
patios but should be watered 
whenever dry and the growing tips 
pinched out regularly to encourage 
bushy growth and delay flowering. 
If you are using it, harvest the 
leaves at the tip of the plant to 
encourage further bushy growth at 
the sides. 

Sweet basil and bush basil are 
the common types grown, but you 
could also try cinnamon basil, anise 
basil and lemon basil. 

Flat-leaf parsley is much more 
popular these days than the curly- 
leaf variety because of its more 
intense flavour. Usually grown as 
an annual, it can be sown thinly 
outdoors in rich, moist soil in late 
spring and again in late summer for 
succession over winter. Try Giant 
Italian for good flavour. 

Perennials including chives, 
sorrel, fennel and mint should 
come up year after year. Annual 
herbs which need to be raised from 
seed each year include dill, 
coriander, chervil and borage. 

These are best germinated in a 
greenhouse in spring. 

The majority of herbs thrive in 
sunny, sheltered spots. If you only 
have a semi-shaded spot available, 
try growing scented lemon balm, 
which can be used to flavour sauces 
for chicken and fish, lovage, a 
hardy perennial which has a flavour 
similar to celery, and angelica, a 
giant herb growing to several 
metres which can be used to flavour 
cakes and cooked fruit.
